Washington special says}; ‘The Naval In- 
telligence Bureau has récoived inforniation ’ 
that one or two of the most poworful war 
vessels in the world will soun bo under 
construction in Great Britain for the 
Japanese Government, No vessel now’ 
afloat. or contemplated will have such dis-.

icturia, sunk sumo years ogo by tho ram 
of the Gumperdoten. - 
‘These two ships -will cost nearly $4,- 
000,000 each and will bo delivered to tho 
Japaneso Government in about two and 
a Tlf yeara,, Somo delay has followed, 
pending the settlement of certain proposed 
improvements in the offensive und defensive 
powers of thu yesuuls, which aro now being 
decided upon, and will constitute the 
yessols whon'finished the most formidable 
of the armor class yet: constructed. 

Tho biggest battle ship of the British 
navy han 14,900 tons in displacement, or 
nearly 3000 tins moro than tho Kearsaye 
type, but out of these ships, 900 tons of 
coal being deducted, thora-is left only 
14,000 tona’for the woight of the ship, en- 
gines, equipmertt and armament, whoress 
in the new Japaneso vessels, witha dis- 
acoment of 14,850 toné and a cusl-carry~ 
ing capacity of 700 tons only, there is left

CYCLISTS IN THE FRENCH ARMY. 


Up tothe present time in the French 
army cyclists have been employed chiefly 
to-transmit ordors and carry massages, but 
if is now proposed to form cyclist corps of 
combatants—a kind of mounted infantry, 
using bicycles instuad of ponies. An ex- 
paranoia! company of sixty men has been 
formed by Captain Gérard, who hus invont- 
ed for their use an ingenious bicycle which 
can fold in two, by meaus of a hinge -on 
the cross-bir, so that, when folded, the 
front wheel and -hind wheel aro next 
each other, and the muchines become 
rendily portable on the men's shoul- 
dors. ‘The cyclist company, a8 at present 
orgunised, consists of four sections, 
twelve men each, commanded by one 
sergeant and twe corporals, thus making up 
a total of forty-eight rank and file, with 
four sergeanta sud vight tcorporals, The 
folding Sieycle is provided. with leather 
braccs to enable the men to carry it on their 
backs. The uniform iss blue jersey, a blue 
Hannel belt, a loose cloth: jucket, cut very 
like a pilot coat, or an open Norfolk jacket, 
red trousera, close fitting from the knee, 
leggings, and cankle boots." The equip- 
ment consists of the regulation belt with 
three pouches, each containing forty 
rounds of ball cartridge. In the pouch 
earried at the back there is reom provided 
fer the pump and Ube usual tucks. “A 
‘canvas bas is also provided to hold a spare 
jericy. The armameut consists of a Lebel 
Fille and bayonet. ‘Two ts sniths are, 
Attached to the company, ‘They ride a 
coupled bicyely and earry’spare nuts, tyres,’ 
air chambers, tiles, humimers, and other 
articles torepair the machines.

we now ,possess. Adl honour, I say, 
therefore, is due to those who eimpox 
the magnificunt kody of Voluntecrs which 
our country bas at her back, not only al 
home in England, but i all her possessions 
in whatever part of the globe they may lie. 
J will but add now that I very sincerely 
and heartily congratulate you whé tave to- 
day reevived medals, and desire that my 
congratulations may be voriveyed to those 
who are unavoidably absent. ~ May you al) 
lung live to wear with honour such tokens 
of her Must Gracious Majesty the Queen- 
Empress's approval of your sesvices.

THE ROYAL FAMILY OF GREECE. 


|. The home life of the King and Queen of | 


Greece is a timely topic, as the former is 
to-day the centre of public attention in 
Europeun affairs, pwing to the stand he 
los taken, in defiance of a combination of 
the great powers, against Turkish oppres- 
sion in the island of Crete and in defence 
of the Christian insurrection there. The 
Fruyal family of Greece lives sometimes at 
the palaco at Athens. and sometimes at the 
palace of ‘Latol, in the country. Tato}, the 
ancient Decelvia, is 4 fine properly situa- 
ted ina valley of the Parnassus, It is 
reached, says the London Graphiz, by a 
little railway which runsas fcr us Kep- 
hissia. In each of these homes the King 
and Queen lead a very simple life, as may 
be judged by the accompanying illustra- 
tions. Eversince he came to the throne, in 
1863, King George has worked hard to 
inake Greoco a ‘model kingdom.’ Even in 
winter he is to bo found in his study at an 
early hour, Though himself no Greek, he 
has won the affections of his'people. His 
roome at the palace in Athens are decorat- 
ed .with pictures, bronzes, marbles and 
costly. works of ar’, besides theso, as a 
delicate compliment to those of his subjects 
who may be received by him, there are 
several portraits of Hollenos who have 
helped to make modern Greece. 
King George is @ very uccessible mon- 
arch. In summer twice o weck, inde- 
pendently of hia Ministers, his Mujesty 
receives all the persons who, passing 
through Athens, have asked for the fivor 
of an audience. These visitors usually 
find the King in a rvom on the ground 
floor beside 4 table piled up with papers 
and documents, being ono of the threo 
rooms sot aside for his own personal 
use.” The King is frank and amiable 
in manner and scan puta yisitors at their 
ease. He loves discussion, and it is 
not forbidden to contradict © him. 
Hence he learns to look at . various 
questions from every point of view. Porhaps 
he pleased the national sentiment best 
when, in 1867, ho brought home as’ his 
bride the Grand Duchess Olga of Russia, 
who, of course, isa memborof the Greek 
Church, Queen Olga has. been a true 
helper to her husband and has won ‘the 
regird even of those Greeks who are oppos- 
ed to the monarchical form of government. 
Sho, like tho King, is always busy, Under 
her patronage are most of the charitable 
institutions, many of which ,she founded 
herself. Tho accompanying illustratioti of, 
har boudoir gives an idea ot the simplicity 
of her tastes. She is fond of flower paint- 
ing and is no mean artist. ~ 7 
oth King and nm have labored un- 
der tho difficulty flat/they. ara not Groeks

Six children hava~teen born to the royal 
wir, and they are deservedly popular, 
rinco, Conatantine, Duke of Sparta (the 
Crown Prince), is regarded aa tie hope of 
tho nation.
